Mrs. Anna Hal- 
vorson, 64, who had also been 
whipped, was found dead yes- 
terday. 


Sheriff Thomas Gibbons was 


holding- without charge Mrs. Len- 
nander's husband, Curtis, 33, who, 
the sheriff said, freely admitted 
in a tape-recorded statement that 


Jjhe whipped the two women during 


a sect meeting Monday night 


Cite Bible 


Sect members pointed to the 


words of Proverbs (20:30) in an 
effort to explain the whippings. 
The passage says, "The blueness 
of a wound cleanseth away evil 
and so do stripes the inward parts 
of the belly.* 


"I know I am absolutely guilty; 


I was in a frenzy; I beat them 


T*iown," the sheriff quoted Lennan- 


der as saying,: "Whipping is need- 
ed for wrong-doing and almost al- 
ways a persons who gets it admits 
it It drives out the devil." 


Dr. A. M. Lundholm, deputy 


coroner, said an autopsy showed 
all of Mrs. Halvorson's right ribs 
were broken as well as one on the 
left side, and her breastbone. He 
said her body was covered with 
welts and blood clots. 
^ 
Uses Whip 


Gibbons said Lennander used a 


3-foot whip to beat his wife and 
Mrs. Halvorson at the Monday 
night meeting at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Pat Doyle in suburban 
Lauderdale. About a dozen, mem- 
bers of the cult were present. Mrs. 
Doyle, a daughter of the dead 
woman, is held as a material wit- 
'ness. 


Gibbons said he asked Mrs. 


$Doyle, "How could you stand by 
, and see your mother beaten to 
death, didn't you do anything about 
it?" He said she replied: 


"No, why should I?" 


Stopped Beating 


Gibbons said that after Mrs. Hal- 


vorson ceased to move, Doyle stop- 
ped Lennander from beating her 
further. 
Doyle then obtained a 


length of hose from the basement 
and whipped Lennander, whose 


is also covered with welts. 


The coroner said Mrs. Halvor- 


son had been dead 'at least 24 
hours when a private physician 
was summoned to-the Doyle home 
yesterday. 
Mrs. Lennander, near 


loss of consciousness, was dis- 
covered at the same time and rush- 
ed to a hospital. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Halvorson, sister- 


in-law of the dead woman, said: 


"We're not * church group, not 


an organization at all, really, and 
there is no prayer at our gather- 
ings. 
We just get together, a 


bunch of relatives and. friends 
looking for answers for problems 
so we can face life."

Hoover said the alleged frauds 


total more than $350,000. 


In t£e past 10 months, he added, 


FBI investigations have resulted 
in the arrest of more than 300 per- 
sons charged with veterans school 
frauds totaling close to $1,000,- 
000.

New York Doctor Gets Nobel 
Prize for Developing Vaccine 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden—(AP)—The 1951 Nobel prize in medicine 


was awarded tonight to Dr. Max Theiler of New York for developing 
the first effective vaccines against yellow fever. 


The award recognized the con- 


tribution of Dr. Theiler—who has 
been on the staff of the interna- 
tional health division of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation for 21 yeais—as 
the most important achievement 
in 50 years in the fight against 
one of the great plagues of the 
world. 


The 51-year-old medical scientist 


has spent half of his time in the 
past two decades attempting to 
find the effective weapon against 
yellow fever, scourge of the trop- 
ics and sub-tropics. 


Nearly 50,000,000 people 
are 


estimated to have been inoculated 
by one of the two vaccines devel- 


oped for general use by Dr. Theil- 
er. During World War II more 
than 8,000,000 men of the U.S. 
armed forces had their shots of his 
famous "17-D" anti-yellow fever 
vaccine. 


The prize will be presented for- 


mally to Dr. Theiler by King 
Gustav Adolf VI of Sweden at the 
traditional Nobel ceremonies in 
Stockholm on Dec. 10. With the 
award goes prize money amount- 
ing to $32.357.62. 


The 1951 winners in the fields of 


literature, physics, and chemistry, 
to be chosen Nov. 15, will receive 
their awards- at the same timt.

British Ship Attacked by Russ 
Planes Near Port of Archangel 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland—(AP)—A British sea captain today 


accused Russian airplanes of making an unprovoked bombing attack 
on his ship near the Soviet port of Archangel last Sept. 14. 


Soviet sea planes dropped three bombs but none hit, Capt. Leslie 


Gow of the 3,538-ton freighter "Berylstone" told reporters. 


British intelligence agents interviewed him when the Vessel re- 


turned from Russia this morning. 


In London, the admiralty and the foreign office said they had 


heard of Gow's statements but could not yet comment. 


Gow's account suggested a pos- 


sibility that the Soviets had failed 
to identify the approaching ship 
and were trying to warn her away 
from Archangel. 


Regular Port 


British vessels ply regularly be- 


tween the Arctic port and the 
United Kingdom on carrying on 
Anglo-Soviet trade. 


Gow said he made a report later 


to Soviet authorities but received 
no explanation. Britain has no 
consulate at Archangel, so no im- 
mediate report to the British gov- 
ernment was possible, he explain- 
ed. 


Gow told this story of the bomb- 


ing:

The planes appeared overhead 


at about 4 a.m. local time, anmil 
10 miles outside Archangel harbor. 


The Russians dropped flares to 
light up the sea. 


The first bomb fell about 100 


yards ahead of the ship. 


"I thought at first it must be a 


warning not to proceed so I alter- 
ed course. The airplanes continued 
to drop flares and then a second 
bomb fell astern. 


Attempted Signal 


"We attempted to signal the 


Russians with rockets but they 
had no effect and another bomb 
came down." 


Third Officer William- Butcher 


said the Russian planes then made 
off after circling the area.

were killed. 


The action took place be- 


fore dawn. Egyptian censors 
held up news about it for 24 
hours. 


A British army spokesman 


said the canal area was quiet 
again last night and today. 


It was the second successive day 


the British had fought with Egyp- 
tians. They opened fire Tuesday 
on rioters and looters at Ismailia. 
where the Egyptian government 
said seven were killed. The British 
said they fired in self-defense. 


Will Withdraw Troops 


But today the British moved to 


ease tension at lamailia, site of a 
British army sub-command: Egyp- 
tian officials said the Britona 
agreed to pull their troops out of 
the town of 50,000 and leave it in 
control of Egyptian police. 


The British, meanwhile, were 


due to complete today the transfer

25, there are strong indications that many Britons who voted 
for the Labor government in 1945 and 1950 may be in a mood 
to say "No" to all further "socialist experiments." 


Winston Churchill has described 


this aa the most crucial election 
of all time. So baa Foreign Sec- 
retary Herbert Morrison for the 
Socialists. 


Labor s chiefs especially realize 


that much more is at stake than 
Britain's welfare state. A Socialist 
defeat on Oct. 25 will inevitably 
promote a swing to the right 
throughout Europe.

The British brand of moderate 


democratic socialism—as opposed 
to the Communist slave-state and 
Stalin's dictatorship—may be set 
back for decades. 


Prime Minister Clement Art- 


lee's government was first swept 
into power in 1945 by the votes of 
the "little people," who were to 
be chief beneficiary of the wel- 
fare state. Now it is the "little 
people"—ironically 
enough—who 


may tip the scales in favor of 
their 
traditional 
enemies,

Tories. 


The unfolding British electoral 


drama reflects in a sense the lim- 
itations of human nature. 


Britain's lower income group, 


once the backbone of the Labor 
government, is in "revolt" against 
the welfare state. 


Essentially, it is a revolt of the 


small shopkeeper,

worker, and the housewife against 
six years of rationing, inflation, 
the housing shortage, the all-de- 
vouring purchase tax and other 
"hidden" taxes—against the aus- 
terity and drudgery of the wel- 
fare state. 


"In 1945, man, we'd something 


to fight for. We were fighting -for 
socialism, for a better life," a 
textile worker told me in Man- 
chester. "But what are we fight- 
ing for now? Where do we go 
from here? More nationalization? 
Haven't we had enough of it?" 


Manchester, once strongly pro- 


Labor, is a key to Britain's in- 
dustrial northwest which will be 
one of the mam political battle- 
fields in the coming general elec- 
tion. 


The British common man was 


promised by the Labor govern- 
ment "socialism in our time " He 
would have settled for a bigger 
meat ration, more butter, eggs 
and other "capitalist 
luxuries."

Britons as a rule are critical, 


if not disdainful, of the American 
type of unrestrained, free-for-all 
political campaign. But they, too, 
are now giving lent to their re- 
sentments and pent-up emotions.

U. S. Is Never an Aggressor 


The British and the French—especially the former- 


like to think of themselves as the most mature people politi- 
cally on the face of the globe. Consequently they tend to 
resent and distrust Americans as upstarts given to wild im- 
pulse in world politics. 
The rearmament of the West is official policy in both 


Britain and France, and it is supported either eagerly or 
grudgingly by large elements in those' nations. But there 
are also many who actively oppose it, and even among those 
who favor it there are grave misgivings over the relation be- 
tween rearmament and peace. 


This opposition and this fear center upon the United 


States, since our own rearmament is overwhelmingly the 
most important in the Western picture. The attitude is: 
"How 
can we be sure that America will not use this vast 


military potential to precipitate a war against Russia which 
none of us want?" 
» 
• 
» 


Now the mere fact that the British and French'ask this 


question is evidence that they exaggerate in their claims 
to maturity. For maturity implies knowledge and under- 
standing of others in the family of nations. And what they 
are exhibiting here is rank, inexcusable ignorance. 


One might argue that the rantings of some Americans 


for "preventive war," for a policy of "let's drop the A-bomb 
on their cities and get it over with," are enough to justify, 
European fears. But that's a shallow view. 


This country has always had its free-wheeling orators, 


its shouters and declaimers. Anyone who knows anything 
about the United States understands that—and takes, it all 
with a huge helping of salt. 


The really vital thing to know about America is that it 


has never yet undertaken a war of aggression. Indeed, it has 
never started a war on its own. Its entire tradition, its way 
of life, its moral concepts, all these mitigate strongly against 
that ever happening. Nothing is more fundamental to an 
understanding of this nation.

There is utterly no disposition among the top policy 


makers of the United-States to use our growing armed might 
to strike offensively at Russia. The whole rearmament pro- 
gram is geared to a strategy of defense—and the arms and 
men now. called for under that plan are inadequate to any 
other kind of warfare. 


Thus the ignorance of the Briti shand French is com- 


pounded. For if they truly grasped the meaning of the re- 
armament program of which they are a part, they would 
see instantly that it could not support the sort of impulsive 
strike they fear. 
'It is not amiss to suggest—at this critical pass in the 


world's affairs—that our brethren across the Atlantic spend 
a little less time in shouting their ill-founded fears of what 
we might do, and a little more in learning what we have done 
in the past and are really likely to do on another day.

people and are usually located on 
the parts of the skin most ex- 
posed to the sun and air. These 
patches are called keratoses.

Keratoses are not 
cancerous 


when they start though they so 
often develop in that direction that-; 
it is sometimes—but not always-5 ' 
a good idea to remove them. 


There are two things which al- 


ways seem wise, however. One 
is to watch them for if they grow, 
it may be a danger signal. The 
other is that persons who show a 
tendency to develop these patches 
should try to protect their skin as 
much as possible from exposure to 
sun. 


A little common sense abouK 


taking precautions can save a lot' 
of grief. The patches of keratosis 
can be cut out or treated by XX- 
rays or the electric needle, if nec- 
essary, the choice of method de- 
pending on size, location, and most 
of all, the judgment of the physi- 
cian. 


The actual skin cancers, too can 


be treated by surgery, X-ray, radi- 
um or combinations of these. It 
the patient has not been carelea- 
about letting some warning sigb 
run on too long, the results from 
skin cancer are not to be greatly 
feared.

dealer. An opening bid of one no- 
trump would have led him more 
surely to game in no-trump. He 
had his second chance when South 
bid two diamonds. Perhaps West 
should have bid two no-trump in- 
stead of doubling an opponent who 
was not vulnerable. 


Having doubled two diamonds, 


West had given up the game in 
no-trump. It was still possible for 
him to collect a penalty of 300 
points, but he muffed two chances 
to do so and thus collected only 
100 points. 


West opened the king of hearts, 


and South won with the ace. De- 
clarer returned the eight of spades, 
and West had his first chance. He 
should have played low, allowing 
East to win the trick. East would 
return a club,: and South would 
surely wind up with only six 
tricks. 


Instead, West dashed up with 


the king of spades in order to lay 
down the queen and jack of hearts. 
South calmly discarded the seven 
of spades on the third heart, thus 
putting West to the test for a sec- 
ond time. 


West's correct play at this point 


is to exit with the fourth heart 
while East can still ruff. This en- 
ables West to get out without 
losing a trick—and leaves the 
deuce of spades in his hand for a 
later exit. 


Actually, West foolishly led the 


deuce of spades. South ruffed and 
led the queen of diamonds. Now 
West could get only a one-trick 
set He refused the trick for lack

WASHINGTON—(AP) —Mos- 


cow has rebuffed a secret U. S.

fering Instead to talk over the 
general causes of East-West ten- 
sion.

ganda, but the wording of the Rus- 
sian note was such as to set off 
guessing among diplomats as to 
whether the Kremlin is sincere. 


Moscow and the State depart- 


ment disclosed last night that Am- 
bassador Alan G. Kirk on Oct. 5 
made the approach for Soviet in- 
tervention to end the deadlock be- 
tween United Nations negotiators 
and the Communists. 


Xo Direct Reply 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 


Vishinsky gave no direct reply, 
but he. noted that Russia is "not 
S party to these negotiations." 


He also: (1) charged the UN 


command created the cease-fire 
stalemaate with "all kinds of in- 
cidents;" (2) supported the North 
Korean-Chinese position regarding 
a truce line in the area of the 38th 
parallel: and (3) offered the So- 
viet's "full and energetic support" 
' of measures for "the successful 
conclusion of negotiations—suc- 
cessful presumably from the Red 
viewpoint. 


Vishinsky 
also questioned the 


good faith of assurances from Kirk 
that the U. S. and its Western al- 
lies are arming only for defense 
and have no "aggressive designs" 
on Russia or any nation.

Characteristic Procedure 


Charles E. Bohlen, State de- 


partment counselor and Secretary 
Acheson's principal adviser on 
relations with the Kremlin, told 
reporters: "It is characteristic of 
Soviet procedure that when they 
are seriously interested in any sub- 
ject they don't publicize it the way 
they did this."

H. Tobias of New York. 


The subcommittee acted shortly 


after Tobias, a Negro religious 
leader, had testified under oath 
that he has no Communist sym- 
pathies. 


The subcommittee had before 


it a House Un-American Activities 
committee file listing Tobias as 


having been a member or associa- 
ted with 10 organizations cited 
officially as Communist or Com- 
munist-front. 


The subcommittee's adverse re- 


port on Jessup, who is an ambas- 
sador-at-large, and its favorable 
vote on the other nine go now to 
the full foreign relations com- 
mittee.

New Jury System 
Saves Rock Island 
$225 First Week 


ROCK ISLAND—(AP)—A new 


jury pool system introduced in 
Rock Island county Oct. 8 saved 
the county an estimated $225 in 
jury costs in its first week of oper- 
ation. 


The pool system also is "highly 


satisfactory," county and circuit 
court officials said today. 


Under the new system, trial 


jurors who report in circuit court 
also are .'available for duty in 
county court. 


By trading back and forth, the 


two courts select their 12-member 
juries from a total of 36 jurors in- 
stead of 48 under the old system. 
As jurors are excused by attor- 
neys, thejr go to the other court 
for possible service. Since only 24 
jurors will be served at one time, 
12 are available for trading. 


County Judge Edward J. Turn- 


baugh estimated that $225 was 
saved by the pool system in the 
first week. This includes jurors' 
pay of $7.50 daily plus mileage, 
and the cost of serving summonses 
to additional jurors who would 
have been called under the old 
plan. 


The jury pool law was written 


by Judge Turnbaugh and was 
signed by Governor Stevenson last 
July.

But they stiffened against Allies crunching forward 
toward their Kumsong stronghold hi the center. 


Troops of the U.S. First Cavalry

The Americans had been fight- 


ing for the ridge line for two 
weeks in one of the bloodiest small 
actions of the entire United Na- 
tions autumn offensive. Chinese 
deserted the Western hills during

The unopposed advance placed 


the cavalry troopers about two 
miles in front of their positions of 
Oct. 3 when the U.N. western of- 
fensive started. 


Pull Out of Kumsong 


Observers said the Chinese ap- 


parently had pulled most of their 
forces out of Kumsong. 


South of the city Chinese resist- 


ance stiffened against attacking 
Allied infantrymen. 


Three Allied divisions punched 


out gains of a quarter to three- 
quarters of a mile in the heaviest 
action of the week-old offensive. 


A front line dispatch reported at 


least 200 Chinese were killed try- 
ing to escape from a trap on en- 
circled fortress mountain. "Many" 
others were killed in their bunk- 
ers. 


Navy Shells Kill 500 


The navy reported the battle- 


ship New Jersey, flagship of the 
Seventh fleet, killed more than 500 
Reds Wednesday while supporting 
Allied troops. The battleship sent 
150 tons of high explosives hurt- 
ling from its big guns against Red 
concentrations -18 miles inland. 


Twenty-two B-29 Superforts 


rained their big bomb loads on 
three Red air fields and two other 
North Korean targets Thursday. 
The air force said Red jets made 
no attempt to challenge them. 


A big C-124 Globemaster carried 


165 wounded men of eight nation- 
alities from Korea to Japan today 
It was the largest number of 
wounded ever carried on a single 
flight. 


Strafe, Bomb Reds 


The Fifth air force sent Mus- 


tangs and marine Corsairs on 110 
flights in support of front line 
troops. They rocketed, fire-bomb- 
ed and strafed the Reds. 


Kumsong is the last really im- 


portant road and rail town held by 
the Communists on the central 
front. Allied guns are so close to 
the town that it now is useless to 
the Reds except as a small-unit 
supply point.

Told of Slaying 


Michalak testified against Lang 


at two murder trials. He said 
Lang stabbed and bludgeoned the 
Fellick boy after an argument, 
and then forced him to help cover 
the body with leaves. 


Lang was acquitted at his sec- 


ond trial in 1949 because the 
court held he did "not know the 
difference 
between 
right 
and 


wrong." In his first trial, he was 
sentenced to 22 years in prison, 
but the Illinois supreme court 
ordered a new trial on grounds 
that he didn't understand his plea 
of guilt. 


Name Changed 


In an effort to rehabilitate him, 


Lang's name was changed. He 
was sent to a Catholic trade 
school and put under guardianship 
of his attorney, George Lavin. 


Lavin 
said 
Lang 
attended 


school out of Illinois for two years 
arid then returned to Chicago 
where he continued school until 
last spring. 


Police said Michalek complained 


he was beaten by Lang and two 
other boys, but Lang was alone. 
Michalek was treated for cuts on 
the lips, cheeks and both arms. 


Michalek said Lang grabbed 


him in Humbolt park, on the West 
Side, and beat him, saying he had 
waited a long time "to do this 
to you."

Queen Charlotte Airlines plane, la- 
boring futilply at full throttle to 
gain altitude, crashed into the 
side of a mountain 10 miles from 
here last night, carrying 23 pas- 
sengers to their deaths. 


The victims were 30 miles from 


their destination at Vancouver, B. 
C., nearing the end of a south- 
bound 400 mile flight from Kema- 
no, when the twin-engined craft 
hit the rocky side of 5.000 foot 
Mount Benson. All those aboard 
except the three crew members 
were believed to be loggers and 
construction workers. 


Owen Jones of Nanimo, one of 


the first to reach the wreckage of 
the amphibious plane after a three- 
hour climb up the mountainside, 
said six charred bodies were found 
nearby. 


"The others must have burned 


up," he said. "My God, it was an 
awful mess!" 


The accident was witnessed by 


Keith Price, operator of a. power 
station near this city, which is 150 
miles northwest of Seattle. 


Price said the plane circled his 


station at an altitude of about 50 
feet then veered west. He said it 
i oared at full throttle toward the 
mountain in an apparent attempt 
to gain altitude, crashing into the 
rocks at the 2,000-foot level. 


The crew members were identi- 


fied as Doug McQueen, the pilot, 
Jaginder S. Johl, first officer, and 
Ray Williams; crewman. 


The airline withheld names of 


the passengers until relatives are 
notified.

His partner was a man he met

fine 
vinegars 
"Harvard 


House" because the university was 
their neighbor. 


He recalled that his mother 


used to put a little tarragon vine- 
gar in her sauerkraut. He said he 
found that a few drops of basil 
vinegar glorify mashed potatoes. 
If you want to omit the burgundy 
wine called for in a recipe, sub- 
stitute 3 tablespoons of his chef's 
bouquet vinegar, 3 'tablespoons 
water and from Vi to % teaspoon 
of sugar he advised.

With children the whole thing 


is a game, a" feat of the imagina- 
tion to create an ideal world more 
understandable than the dismal 


grownup world that surrounds 
them-. 


What startles me about New
